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AN EXPLANATION 


The Conference and the Blackfriars 
office has gone through an unfortunate 
occurrence throughout the past months - 
one that has thrown records awry. We 
feel an explanation is due Conference 
members. 





For many months there were scattered 
instances of money and checks evidently 
missing in the mails. Finally they be- 
came so concentrated with Blackfriars 
not receiving ticket payments and others 
sent by mail and the Conference likewise 
not receiving payments for dues, sale of 
Bulletins, etc. that the Post Office was 
notified and an investigation begun. 


After routine questioning and checking 
Uncle Sam's investigators moved in and 
within a short time marked money and let- 
ters were found on the person of one of 
the elevator operators - a trusted employee 
of the building management for ten years. 
Upon being questioned he confessed to 
taking the other missing money through 
the months.

The 
broadcasts were carried by Canadian 
radio coast to coast.

CITY OF KINGS 





New York Blackfriars latest Play, 
CITY OF KINGS, written by Father Urban 
Nagle, opened February 17 and received 
critical acclaim from the metropolitan 
and the religious press. 

The New York Times reviewer called 
it "refreshing theatre in the purest 
sense of the term". N.Y. Post referred 
to the production as "skillful" and 
remarked it was "a comforting thing to 
be subjected to the gentle spirit of 
Martin de Porres." N. Y. Mirror critic 
wrote: "Father Nagle has proved that 
righteous men can be as fascinating as 
villains. The Blackfriars are to be 
commended." 

The Catholic News referred to CITY 
OF KINGS as "a rich and compelling 
story".

It uses two 
settings: the hut of Martin as a child 
and young man; later the scene shifts 
to his cell and apothecary shop in the 
Convent of the Most Holy Rosary. The 
locale is Lima, Peru.
